That is toey teke raw material that 
costs $5,000,000, and when they are done with ft 
is worth $3,000,000. Heretofore, and even now 
where the seed milis are pot at work, this added 
va'ue is wasted. You can readily perocive what 
nu immense thing it must be for the south if 
the whole crop of cottomw seed could be thus 
handied.”’ , 

“What is the profit in handing cotten seed’ 

“It is yery fair, though it is nothing like the 
bonanza it has been considered. Most of the 
milis have veen successful but others have failed 
to make money. A fair estimate is about as fol- 
lows: A ton of cotton seed yieids 35 gallons of 
oil at 3 cents—$i .50. It yields about $5.50 worth 

‘Of cake and $1.50 worth of lint. It costs about 
$10 for the seed, and $6 for workiug, 
barreling, etc., making $1650 cost on 4 
yield of $85, -or a net profit of §2 
a ton. The oid story that the iint 
saved frem the seed by the handling will pay 
expenses, is foolish, as youree. Still it isa fairly 
profitable business, and one that will grow rap- 
idiy and that will enrich the south, as it- nearly 
doubles the value of one of its most impoystant

LOCHRANE WALKS TO THE FRONT 


And Apologizes for Mahone, Tickles the Admin- 
istration, and Deo'ares for His Pirst Love 
Ulyeses—Windom's Pinancial Un- 
certainty — The Senate. 


WasHinoton, Aprild.—The Capital prints 
an interesting interview with Judge Loch 
rane, of Georgia. Speaking of Mahone, the 
judge said: 

“] without knowing him, am interested 
in him. The democrats have displayed a 
sad lack of common sense and reasonable 
policy in attacking and in assailing him. 
It is anfortanate for the south that such a 
spirit and sentiment is so prevalent. I do 
not regard Senator Mahone’s action as a 
question affecting the state of Virginia, nor 
yet solely the south. I[ think that he acts 
for himself, and in the spirit of the 
progressionist, to a great extent at any 
rate. The popular sentiment in the 
‘south has been unwise. It has evinced a 
lack of wisdom in its origin; it has proved 
its errors upon the book that is the record 
of acountry’slife. In the plainest words, 
our people haye been yastly mistaken in 
their system of personal and political pro 
scription. Iam glad that the same fact is 
now apparent to all concerned, Its results 
—I mean the results of the acquaintance 
with the facts—will be nationally a benefit, 
as well as sectionally so; but what a pity 
we were necessitated to wait solong to learn 
the fact!” 

In respect to the present administration, 
Judge Lochrane expressed himself as of the 
opinion that it will be beneficial to the 
country generally, and to the south 
specifically. ‘‘Garfield is politically a wise 
man, and practically so as well,”’ he said in 
the line of his conversation, ‘‘and the south 
will learn that fact day by day, as his 
administration continues. He wil! benefit 
us more by his calm, intelligent, yet incisive 
aiministration, much more than is at the 
present time expected—much more than 
is anticipated. All that we have to do 
in the south to make us a guc- 
cessful people—not a section, but a 
people, for I abominate the idea of sections 
—is to repudiate the repudiators, pry our 
debts, and so stimulate industry. e have 
before us; it is our success to 
burn the ships of dead issues and to enter a 
new life. As long as the present condition 
of things rests as it lays, in the lack of 
reciprocity between the citizens and the 
state, 1 had rather trust my money in a faro 
bank than in a state I could not sue.’ 
“Judge, you are a friend of General Grant 
—what is his purpose and his future?”’ 
“That is too broad and too apstract an 
inquiry. If I can answer in respect to the 
immediate, he will never again allow him- 
self to be named for the presidency; he will 
never again be a candidate.” 

‘“How about his Mexican scheme—his 
business there, we mean?” 

‘He has gone there simply on a matter of 
business, and as’ a matter of business, to 
benefit himself and develep the resources 
of the country. He will make bis business 
a success, | reckon. 1 don’t see how he can 
fail.” 

——A bulletin from the census office gives 
the financial condition of a number of cities 
in the south, showing the assessed valuation, 
the amount of the tax levy, of the debt, the 
increase and the expenditures of each city 
in gross and percapita. According to these 
figures, the city of Louisville for the year 
ending December 51, 1879, (population, 
123,845), had an assessed valuation of $65,- 
809,000, or $531 per capita. The tax levy 
amounted to $1,499,487, or $12.10 per capita, 
and the tax rate was $228 on $160. The 
bonded debt amounted to $8,074,000, and 
the floating debt to $1,026,560, or $73 61 per 
capita. The net debt was $4,849 934. the 
city haying a sinking fund of $4 255,625 
The total revenue for the year was $1,837,- 
631, and the expenditures, including 
$637,399 for interest, was $1,516,791, or $12 25 
per capita, The following table shows the 
valuation, tax levy, debt, and expenditures 
per capita of the cities named:

A MORMON DECISION, 


Jadge Woods Decides That None of the 
Wives May Testify. 

Wasaineton, April 5.—Decision was 
rendered by the supreme court, in the 
Mormon case, John Miles aginst the 
United States, bréught bere by appeal from 
the supreme court of Utah. Miles was 
indicted’ for bigamy inthe third district 
courtof Utah, at Salt Lake City. The trial 
was had and the jury rendered a verdictof 
guilty. Miles thereupon appealed to the 
supreme court of the territory, where the 
judgment of the district court was aftirmed 
He now appeals to this court upon the fol? 
lowing assignments of error: 

1. That adherents of the Mormon faith 
were unlawfully excluded from the jury. 

2. Bhat the declarations of Miles were 
admitted as proof of his first marriage. 

3. That the testimony alleged that his 
second wife was admitted to prove the 
marriage of Miles to wife Ne. 1. 

The conclusions of this court are: 

It is evident from the examination of 
jarors on their voirdire that they believed 
polygamy was ordained of God, and that 
the practice of polygamy was obedience to 
the will of God. At common law this 
would have been ground for the principal! 
challenge of jurorsof the same faith I: 
needs no argument to show that a jury 
composed of men ne such belief 
could not have been free from bias or preju- 
dice on the triab for bigamy of a person who 
entertained the same belief, and whose 
offense consisted of the act of ees 
polygamy, but whether the evidence of bias 
was sufficient or not, it was so found by the 
triers, and that was conclusive. 

2. That the district court committed no 
error in admitting the declarations of Miles 
to prove the first marriage. 

3. That the court below did errin allow- 
ing Caroline Owens, the second wife, 
to give evidence against Miles touching bis 
marriage with Em}!ly Spencer, the first wife. 
The law of Utah declares fthat the husband 
shall not be a witness for or against nis 
wife, or a wife for or against her husband 
The marriage of Miles with Caroline Owens 
was we in the indictment and submit- 
ted by him upon trial. The fact of his 
previous marriage with Emily 
Spencer was, therefore, the only issue 
in the case, and that was contested to 
thé end of the trial until the fact of the 
marriage of Emily Spencer with Miles was 
established. Caroline Owens was prima facie 
his wife, and she could not be used asa 
witness against him. Nearly all the au- 
thorities agree that as long as the fact of a 
first marri is contested, the second wife 
cannot be admitted to proveit, It's made 


my very difficult. are 

ducted in secret and the meant whom 
they are solemnized, are under obliga 
tions of secrecy that it is almost impossible 
to extract the facts from them when placed 


upon the witness stand. If both wives are 
excluded from testifying to the first mar- 


desce, testimony sufficietit to convict in 
Utah is hardly - attainable. This 
is not, however, a derat on 
which ought to influence ths 
court. It must administer the law as it 
finds it. The remedy is with congress b 
aneeting such achange inthe law of evi- 
dence in Utah as to make both wives 
witnesses in indictments forbizgamy. For 
the error above indicated, the judgment of 
the supreme court of Utah is reversed, and 
the cause remanded for a new trial.

New Yorx, April 5.—Vice-President 
Arthur and United States Senator Thomas 
C. Platt arein the city. The vice-president 
went from the depot to the Fifth Avenue 
hotel, and after breakfasting spent some 
time in the rooms of Governor Cornell. 
These two officials were afterward joined by 
Senator Platt and Postmaster-General 
James, In the course of the day a large 
number of republican politicians called 
upon the vice-president and governor. 
Among them were ex Police Com mission- 
er DeWitt C. Wheeler. United 
States Marshal Payn, ex-Senator 
Thomas Murpby, Police Justices 
Hugh Gardner, Solon B. Smith and Jacob 
M. Patterson, Jr., Dwight Lawrence, John 
G. O’Brien, Bernard Biglin and Robert G. 
McCord, Police Commissioners Mason and 
French and MHarbormaster I 
Barnum; later In the day State Senators 
Strahan, Hulbert and Davenport, Assembly- 
man Carpenter, and many other members 
of the legislature and Colonel J. Thurston, 
deputy bank superintendent. 

The gathering of so many republican 
politicians gave rise to ramors of a republi 
can conference. It was said that Vice- 
President Arthur and Senator Platt had 
come to New York to consult with Governor 
Cornell and other prominent republicans in 
the state and city concerning the nomina- 
tion of Senator Robertson for the collector- 
ship of the port, with the view of prevent- 
ing his confirmation. The local republican 
politicians denied that any conference had 
been held, but all agree that such a meeting 
would probably be held. A republican who 
holds an important municipal office said 
that the vice-president, the governor, 
Senator Platt and Postmaster-Generai 
James had had an informa! taik with some 
state and city politicians about Robertson's 
nomination, and also concerning the street 
cleaning bill now pending in the legisia- 
ture. He believed that republican 
majority in the legislature would not give 
Mayor Grace the extraordinary powers 
which he seeks, and he was confident that 
the mayor not improved the chances 
of the street cleaning bill, or of any other 
bills in which he may be interested, by 
making charges against the police commis- 
sioners. 

““Astothe Robertson business,” the poli- 
tician continued, ‘‘weare a!l united as one 
man. All this talk about Governor Cor 
nell’s wish to have Robertson confirmed is 
nonsense. I know that Senator Conkling, 
Senator Platt, Gereral Arthur, Governdér 
Cornell and all the rest of the stalwart 
republicans in the state, are in accord on 
this matter,and they are all opposed to 
Senator Robertson's confirmation.” 

Several republican politicians who stood 
by while the office-holder was talking were 
as confident as he that Governor Cornel) 
and Senator Platt were as firmly opposed to 
Senator Robertson as Senator Conkling and 
Vice President Arthur. Notwithstanding 
these positive denials, many republicans 
believe that the governor is secretiy work- 
ing for Senator Robertson’s confirmation, 
and that Senator Platt would not be dis- 
pleased at that result. One of them said 
last evening: 

‘Governor Cornell desires a renomination 
in 1882. He is said to believe thatif hecan 
be re-elected governor he will be an available 
candidate for president in 1884. He is, 
therefore, anxious to secure the support of 
the antiimachipe republicans. Senator 
Robertson’s support of Thomas C. Piatt, 
who was the governor’s candidate for U nited 
States senator against Congressman Crowley, 
who was Vice-President Arthur's choice, 
was an indication that the governor is not 
averse to treating with the anti-machine 
republicans. Many of us think both the 
governor aod Senator Platt have a distinct 
understanding with Senator Robertson as 
to the confirmatiun, and also the distribu- 
tion of the patronage of the custom-house 
if he becomes the collector.”

Death ot an Edtivr. 

-:-The announcement of the death of 


Columbus Enquirer-Sun, which was, 
made yesterday, caused surprise and 
genuine regret throughout the state. 
Mr. DeVotie was born in Marion, Ala- 
bama, March 25, 1841, and was forty 
years old at the time of hia death. He 
went to Columbus when he was 14 years 
old withehis father, Rev. J. IL. DeVotie. 
He afterwards studied two years at the 
university of Alabama, and then went to 
Columbian college in Washington. He 
graduated at Mercer university, while 
that institution wasin charge of Dr. H. 
H. Tucker. in 1861 he joined the con- 
federate army and served until his 
bodily afllictions compelled him to re- 
tire. In 1863 he became city 
editor of the Enquirer, and, 
in 1874, when the paper was consoldated 
with the Sun, he became editor, and 
from that time until the day of his death, 
the news columns and the editorial page 
of the Enquirer bore the impress of his 
remarkable industry and versatility of 
mind. He had a singular aptness for 
collecting the news—that class of news 
which is of abundant interest, but which 
is not embodied in the press telegrams. 
Mr. DeVotie was wholly wrapped up in 
his paper, and his death is a serious loss 
to Georgia journalism 
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Che Eart! anake at Chto. 

The country about the Mediterranean 
sea seems to be peculiarly susceptible to 
earthquakes. Not long ago a Crotean 
town was shaken down, and the destruc- 
tion on an island at the entrance of the 
bay ef Naples is fresh in the public 
mind. The scene of the latest disaster 
is still farther eastward, in the Grecian 
archipelago, and very near the city of 
Smyrna on the coast of Asia Minor. The 
island in question is variously called Scio’ 
Chio and Khio. The cable people preter 
Chio. The island contains about 400 
square miles, on which are 50,000 peo- 
ple, mostly Turks. The surface is 
rocky and uneven, and the sceners 
picturesque. The island contains many 
beautiful valleys, in which cotton, fruit, 
oil and gum mastic are produced, the 
last named being the staple crop, The 
wine of Chio wasin the days of the Ce- 
sars highly esteemed, and it still enjoys 
some repute. The island of course once 
claimed to be the birthplace of Homer. 
The Romans, the Persians, the Turks, 
the Genoese, the Turks, the Venetians 
and the Turks held it in succession. 
During the Greek revolution of 1822 the 
Chiotes rose against the Turks, but they 
were subdued, and in the course of two 
months history assures us that 23,000 of 
their number were, without distinction 
of age or sex. put to the sword, 
47,000 were sold into _ slavery, 
and 5,000 fled to Greece. Since 
that unhappy time the island has been 
chiefly peopled by Turks, and is now a 
part of Turkey in Asia. The capital 
town is called Chio or Kastro, and has a 
population of 14,500. Its harbor is de- 
fended by a castle, and in the town are 
many manufactories of velvet, silk and 
cotton. Detailed accounts of the destruc- 
tion wrought by the recent earthquake 
have not come to hand; but if it be true 
that nearly every heuse on the island is 
either destroyed or seriously damaged, 
the leas of life must be very great. The 
people were encamped in the fields, and 
even then the frequent shocks made 
them fee! insecure, and they were taking 
refuge on the vessels in the harbor.

The refukal to go on with the business 
for which the senate was convened is not 
the only trouble the republicans have to 
contend with since the deadlock 
begun.

There was 
a report current the other day to the 
effect that Senator Pendleton and Mr. 
Conkling had consulted together for the 
purpose of arranging the terms of a 
compromise, the end in view being an 
effort on the part of Conkling to secure 
the aid of certain democratic senators in 
defeating the nomination of RKebertson 
as collector of the port of New York. 

It was demonstrated during the ad- 
ministration of Mr. Hayes, when the 
democrats aided Conkling to ceteat cer- 
tain nominations, that the success of the 
New York senator in this business meant 
the logs of that state to the democrats, 
and it is to be hoped that that puerile 
mistake will not be repeated. New York 
can only be regained by the democrats 
by bringing about the defeat of Conkling, 
and it is the policy of the democrats to 
throw their influence with the adminis- 
tration when the latter seems desirous of 
‘making an iesne with the boss of New 
York republicanism. But will the dem- 
ocrats be wise enough to _ take 
advantage of the situation? It is hard to 
say. They missed the opportunity 
during the administration of Hayes and 
they may throw it away now in the vain 
hope of obtaining some sort of concession 
from Conkling; but, in the interests of 
the party in New York, they should aid 
to the extent of their opportunity the 
threatened breach between the adminis- 
tration and the Conkling gang. 

This trouble puts a new phase on the 
attitude of "Mahone. It is reasonably

Mr. Colnaghi, the British consul for north 
Italy, states that since 1876 seventy%one in- 
cinerations of bodies have taken place at 
Milan and fifteen at Lodi, making a total of 
eighty six. The first crematory furnace 
set up in Milan was heated by ordinary 
gas, made on the spot and passed by means 
of tubes into the urn. This system, how- 
ever, had to be abandoned, since it was 
found to be neither rapid por economical). 
five hours being required to complete the 
operation. Two rival systems are now 
being tried—one the invention of Professor 
Goriniof Lodi, and theother thatof Messrs 
Porni and Vennini of Milan, Both are 
heated by wood, and the flames are brought 
into direct contact with the body, combus- 
tion being increased by the introduction of 
atmospheric air. Cremation does not 
appear to be a costly process, for the total 
cost of incinerating abhuman body at Milan 
is somewhat under fifty lire, or less than 
$10. This charge covers not only the fees to 
the cremation society and to the munici- 
pality, but the cost of a niche for the 
cinerary urn in the columbarium erected 
for that purpose. : 

—General George W. Jones, of Iowa, left 
the United States senate on March 4, 1859 
On the 4th of March, 1881, he was an bon- 
ored guest of the senate, entitled as ex 
senator to the privileges of the floor. All 
the members were new to him except one, 
Mr. Hamlio, of Maine, and the next day 
even he was goné and a younger man was 
in his seat. General Jones is to-day the 
most historic and, perbaps, the most re- 
markable character in the west. Hesat in 
the senate with Clay and Webster and 
Calhoun, with Sila’ Wright, Benton, Crit- 
teriden and Jeff Davis, with Sumner, 
Seward, Chase and Doug'as In the early 
partof the century, when General Jackson 
was president, be sat in the house of repre- 
sentatives with Henry A. Wise and Joho 
Quincy Adams His district included all 
of Michigan, Wisconsin, lowa and Minnes 
sota; it now bas over thirty representatives 
in copgress. He left the senate, not because 
of personal defeat, bnt because his party 
had gone outof powerin lowa The inti 
mate and trusted friend of Andrew Jackson, 
the partner of Daniel Webster, he remem- 
bers Jefferson, Ua terms of persoral 
acquaintance with nearly all of our celebra- 
ted warriors and statesmen, he numbere i 
among his friendsand enemies the mighty 
red kings Black Hawk, Keokuk and 
Powesbeik. A soldier in the warof 1812, 
General Jones is a young man yet. He 
walks erect, without a cane, with a light 
and springy step, and claims none of the 
indulgence and immunities of old age.—
